AUSTRIA S PRESTIGE IN 
NEAR EAST IN DANGER. 


~ Turkey Prepa reparing for War With 
Bulgaria, Declares British Diplomat, 


Disclosing History 


of Crisis in Bal- 


kans—Ferdinand. Upset Plans. 


ONDON, Jan. Exclusive Dis- 

patch.] The secret history of the 

“crisis in the Near East will be dis- 
closed in the Fortnightly Review for 
February. The author is a member 
of the British diplomatic corps. The 
article will be unsigned, but The 
Times’ correspondent knows the writer 
well and can vouch for his‘ veracity 
and knowledge of the subject. By the 
author’s courtesy, The Times’ corre- 
spondent has been permitted to read 
‘the original manuscript. 

The writer declares that Turkey is 
preparing for a war with Bul«aria. 
asserting that the settlement of the 
questions between Turkey and Austria 
merely frees Turkey's hands for deal- 
ing more thoroughly with Bulgaria. 

The author also declares that Servia 
and Montenegro intend to make war 
on Austria. He doubts whether this 
struggle can be localised, and he fore- 


consequently he decided to paralyze 
that kingdom by satisfying Prince 
Ferdinand’s ambition to become an in- 
dependent monarch in return for the 
menace of the Bulgarian army on the 
eastern frontier of Servia. Austria and 
Bulgaria concluded a military under- 
standing on these lines, Prince Ferdi- 
nand agreeing to proclaim the inde- 
pen of his country, December 2, 
and Ae thal in turn promising to 
support him. 

“But Ferdinand smashed this ar- 
rangement. Eager that the vision of 
Czarship should not vanish from him, 
he decided to-declare the independence 
of Bulgaria before the time agreed 
upon, He was afraid that if he waited 
until Austria took over Bosnia and 
Herzegovina Burope would make such 
an uproar that Bulgaria would be pre- 
vented from carrying out its. purpose.
